A man with the gleaming eyes 
of an artist, the young etcher 
in his soft voice says that he is 
not interested in politics. “Zen- 
gakuren etudents? They are 
fanatic.” 


Mitsuo Kano, 27, perhaps the 
most promising young etcher in 
Japan, can neither see why peo 
ple make such a fuss about pro 
fessional baseball and sumo 
tournaments. “Ball players 
swing clubs to hit a ball, and 
wrestlers push each other,” 
Kano said, “and that’s all.” 

He admits beauty, however, 
in the figure of a running rug- 
ger, but adds that he does not 
know the rules of rugby. 

A typical artist type, he is 
apparentiy highly intuitive. 
His arguments are very simple, 
but his belief in his convictions 
firm. ; 

It was perhaps this same con- 
viction which made him leave 
home at the age of 15, and go 
his own independent way ever 
since. 

Almost unknown until last 
fall, Kano suddenly gained pub- 
licity by winning an unexpect- 
ed recommendation to the fifth 
Biennale Art Exhibition in Sao 
Paulo, and by winning his first 
big prize at the Third Inter- 
national Print Exhibition in 
Yugoslavia in September, im- 
mediately after his participation 
in the Sao Paulo meet. 

The vivid imagery and sur- 
prising uniqueness moved every- 
one who saw his work. 

“Above all, his deep-rooted, 
spontaneous originality is a 
priceless virtue he has,” says 
art critic Shuzo Takiguchi, who 
first introduced Kano’s name to

the committee meeting last fall 
to select emtries to the Sao 
Paulo exhibition. . 

No one else or the committee 
knew about Kano but the 
prints Takiguchi brought with 
him spoke enough for Kano’s 
sake. * 

His second exhibition, held 
early this month at the Minami 
Gallery, Kyobashi, Tokyo, at- 
tracted keen attention as it was 
the first one since he became 
known. 

Thirty-nine printg were ex 
hibited, all of them black and 
white etchings, bearing titles 
such as “On Angels,” “Phos- 
phor and Flowers,” “Echo,” and 
“Brine Which Trembles”—curi- 
ously resembling drawings 
of planktons in the deep seas. 

No emotional stress based on 
lyricism, as in the past, is seen 
in the apparently cold and pre- 
cise étchings “which at first 
sight give the impression of a 
scientist's sketches of specimens. 
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Critics have unanimously 
praised the strong sense of life 
contained in these extremely 
experimental images, and. mark 
him as one of the most promis- 
ing young artists if the nation. 

Explaining about his work, 
Kano said that etchers in the 
past have worked in pure “lyr- 
icism” but “while I believe 
there should be lyricism, this 
lyricism must be more analy- 
tical.” 

Why so? Perhaps 
stern, modern age, one cannot 
be content in being lyrical 
either toward nature or life. 

The solitary young man, who 
finds great satisfaction in just 
strolling around his home in 
Suginami Ward, is not even a 
member of the Japan Print As- 
sociation because of his “dis- 
like” to conform to a group.

Animal Talk

New Rabies Vaccine 


As most of your readers 
know, the Japanese Govern- 
ment requires the biannual vac 
cination of dogs against rabies. 

This vaccine is manufac 
tured under license and supervi- 
sion of the animal drug section 
of the Government and is ob- 
tained from the brains and 
spinal cord of rabbits who have 
been inoculated with rabies 
virus and then injected into 
goats. 

The spinal cord of these 
goats is then prepared so that 
the final vaccine derived from 
it loses its disease producing 
ability for dogs and man, but 
its immunizing ability is re- 
tained. 

The Japanese Government has 
an agreement with the Security 
Forces that those pets owned 
by these personnel may be vac- 
cinated with an American vac- 
cine which is also of goat 
(caprine) origin but will im- 
munize dogs, cats or monkeys 
for one year. In the case of 
animals going to the United 
States the’ pet must receive a 
vaccination one to six months 
prior to arrival. 

For the past 10 years another 
vaccine for protection 
against rabies in domestic anl- 
mals has been in use and Is 
gaining in popularity in various 
natiohs throughout the world; 
as yet, the vaccine is not avail- 
able in Japan and the Security 
Forces in Japan are not using

Extensive Liberalization 
Of Trade Provided For 


A foreign exchange and trade 
liberalization program designed 
to free current transactions in 
foreign exchange in the next 
two years and to liberalize im- 
port trade up to 80 per cent 
in three years was given Gov- 
ernment approval yesterday 
morning. 

The program was approved 
by the Council of Cabinet Min- 
isters concerned with exchange 
and trade liberalization. It was 
worked out by the Economic 
Planning Agency in congulta- 
tion with other Government 
agencies concerned. 


It is expected to be approved 
formally at a Cabinet meeting 
Tuesday. 


The fundamental policy 
stresses that Japan’s exchange 
and trade liberalization should 
be stepped up by giving special 
attention to the characteristic 
conditions of the Japanese eco- 
nomy. 


It cites as characteristic con- 
ditions the existence in Japan 
of numerous petty farmers, 
fishermen and enterprisers, the 
lack of international economic 
blocs for Japan, such as the 
European Common Market, and 
discriminating treatment being 
given Japanese goods by foer- 
eign nations. 

The basic economic policy and 
measures call for, among others, 
expansion of employment, in- 
crease in exports through closer

The plan classifies all import 
items into four categories (1) 
those to be freed swiftly within 
one year, (2) those to be liber- 
alized in the near future, or 
within three years, (3) those to 
be freed as soon as possible, 
though their liberalization in 
three years is considered dif- 
ficult, and (4) those whose 
liberalization is difficult in a 
fairly long period of time. 

If this plan is enforced fully, 
the rate of import liberalization 
will be upped to 80 per cent, 
excluding oil and coal, from 40 
per cent as of the end of April 
this year. 

As for oil and coal, the plan 
says that careful consideration 
is needed in fixing the time of 
their liberalization in view of 
various factors involved, such 
as the employment problem in 


oil imports will be freed in the 
near future. 


If oil and coal imports should 
be liberalized the rate of import 
liberalization would rise to 90 
per cent. 


The foreign exchange liberal- 
ization plan says that current 
transactions in foreign exchange 
will be freed in two years in 
principle. Regulations on, capi- 
tal transaction will be gradual- 
ly eased in keeping step with 
the progress made in freeing 
current transactions, it says. 

As for current transactions, 
the plan calls. for creation of 
free yen accounts for nonresi- 
dents and the use of yen for 
settlement of international ac- 
counts; effective July 1, 

It also provides for the abolli- 
tion of the foreign currency 
fund special allocation system 
by the end of September and 
for relaxation of regulations by 
the end of this year on foreign 
exchange transactions by banks 
and trading firms at home and 
abroad, remittance of earnings 
from the showing of foreign 
films and remittance of ex- 
penses related to foreign trade. 

As for capital transactions, 
the plan calls for gradual re- 
laxation of restrictions on in- 
duction of foreign investmen.s 
into Japan and virtual libera- 
lization of technical tie-ups with 
foreigners and acquisition of 
foreign loans and stocks.

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Disarmament 


Still Far Off 


The 10-nation disarmament conference in Geneva ap- 
pears to be approaching a virtual breakdown, which is 
perhaps not surprising in view of the worsened interna- 
tional situation that has followed Soviet Premier Khrush- 


chev’s abrupt walkout from 


the Paris “summit” confer- 


ence and the fresh show of aggressiveness against the 
United States displayed by the Peiping Government. 


The citation by Mr. Ormsby-Gore at the Geneva con- 
ference of a dispatch from the British Embassy in Peiping 
which quoted Mr. Liu Chang-sheng, vice chairman of the 
All-China Federation of Trade Unions, as saying on June 
8 that the Communist countries never expected the West 
to take the Soviet disarmament plan seriously has quite 
naturally raised the suspicion that in the case of Red 
China at least the wish may be the father to the thought. 

There is a strong feeling that Peiping is not in a mood 
to be bound by any disarmament plans that might be 
endorsed in Geneva by a group of nations which does not 


include Red China. 


But if this is the idea in Peiping 


it is also clear that other nations, instead of preparing to 
adopt major measures of disarmament, should be pardoned 
‘ for looking afresh to their defenses. 


The recent vicious bombardment of the Quemoy com- 
plex, undertaken apparently to show Red Chinese contempt 
for President Eisenhower and his visit to the Far East, 


has created a bad impression 


abroad. Comment has been 


severe, and we note that the London News Chronicle, a 
paper of liberal opinions, declares that this bombardment 
and the outburst of hatred against the United States show 


how irresponsible is the mood of Red China. 


“Communist 


China,” it goes on, “is probably the most dangerous coun- 
try in the world. Her rulers boast to be able to survive 


a nuclear war. 


In Tibet, they have displayed ruthless im- 


perialism. To attempt to ignore this giant is an exercise 
in futility remarkable even for what passes as statesman- 
ship in 1960. But to try and appease her is equally peri- 


lous.” 


The dilemma is well stated but the point which makes 
the largest insistence on our mind is the futility of trying 
to secure major measures of disarmament while Peiping’s 
attitude is one bent on continued hostility to the Western 
powers and taking advantage of any signs of weakness 
to be found among its Asian neighbors. 


As for the Soviet plan itself, Mr. Ormsby-Gore believes 
its adoption would create a “military imbalance” which 
might actually increase, rather than diminish, the danger 


of surprise attack. 


The features in the Soviet plan that the British spokes- 
man challenges most decidedly are the elimination in the 
first stage of all carriers of nuclear weapons with the 
simultaneous abolition of bases on foreign soil and the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops to within their national 
boundaries, and obviously compliance with these demands 
would upset the free nations’ general plan of defense— 
a plan that has been forced upon them by Communist 


expansionist threats. 


“If the Red Chinese thesis that war is inevitable “while 
capitalism survives” be correct, it would be the height 
of folly to disarm in such a drastic manner, and we are 
thrown back on the belief that progress in the reduction 
of armaments is dependent upon the improvement of the 
political situation and the finding of solutions to major 
problems that are in dispute among the nations. 


Soviet Russia has been in the habit of refusing to enter 
into the discussion of details of possible control measures 
until the Western powers have promised to accept a com- 
plex package of plans for general and complete disarma- 

t. 


men 


But on Wednesday, also at Geneva, the Russians de- 
clared there must be a Soviet observer on every aircraft 
searching for radioactive particles oyer Soviet territory 
as part of any nuclear test ban control system.. Mr. 
Tsarapkin also demanded that the Soviet observer be 
permitted in each case to participate in drafting the reports 


of findings during the flights 


but a British representative 


objected by saying that this would amount to self-inspection. 
Such a gontretemps seems trivial against the background 
of the wider issues of disarmament but it gives us an 
inkling of the deep distrust which exists between the 


parties. 


The position is that the 10-nation disarmament confer- 
ence has been stalemated practically from its beginning 


last March over two rival disarmament plans. 


The three- 


stage plan submitted by the five Western nations declared 
that “the ultimate goal is a secure, free and peaceful world 
in which there shall be general disarmament under offec- 
tive international control and agreed procedures for the 
settlement of disputes in accordance with the United Na- 
tions Charter” and that all measures of disarmament must 
be observed and verified by an appropriate international 


organization. 


Unfortunately, the “free and peaceful world” in which 
there can be general disarmament cannot be assured so 
long as Communist ambitions are what they are, and until 
this prerequisite is secured, discussion of details of effective 
international control has hardly more than academic in- 


terest. 


Police Power Adrift? 


Setup Logical But Hampered by Lack of Popular Support 


The police pitted against the 
recent mob actidns has occa- 
sioned two entirely different 
types of remarks. On the one 
hand, the Socialists, their fol- 
lowers and sympathizers have 
protested “police repression.” 
They say, for instance, that 
they have decided to sue the 
police for “killing” one girl 
student of Zengakuren. 


Leaving the trouble of in- 
vestigation to the complainants 


and competent authorities, de-. 


tached observers should wait 
calmly for the outcome, be- 
cauSe both sides were well rep- 
resented right from the stage 
of autopsy on. The professor 
father of the victim saw to it 
that some medical scientists 
and friends of his joined the 
postmortem examination. 

On the other hand, a consid- 
erable number of observers ap- 
pear to be annoyed by the 
seeming ineffectiveness of the 
police in controlling the mobs. 
They are less vocal, possibly be- 
cause they want to refrain from 
a bid for unpopularity amid 
louder cries against police pow- 
er, but more likely because they 
do not want to discredit the 
police lightly. 

It is necessary, however, to 
face the issue squarely. Police 
brutality, of course, is grossly 
undemotratic. But an ineffec- 
tiver police might indicate that 
something somewhere is wrong 
with Japan's endeavors for de- 
mocracy. 

Popular Thinking 

The latter possibility cannot 
be dismissed forthwith, because 
im our popular thinking the 
police is frequently held oppos- 
ed to democracy and identified 
almost with the notorious 
thought police and Kempei-tai, 
which were both dissolved un- 
der the Allied occupation of Ja- 
pan. In this line of thinking, a 
democratic police is either a 
contradictory concept or a syn- 
onym for a weak police. The 
Communists, to be sure, ap- 
preciate the police, though it 
may be from a negative angle. 

Before discussing the popular 
attitude toward the police, how- 
ever, some pertinent facts must 
be considered to preclude con- 
fusion. 

No doubt news photos, includ- 
ing such a one as showing sev- 
eral burly men dragging a girl 
student, exert a considerable in- 
fluence upon the people. But 
newspaper readers or TV view- 
ers do not know the fact that 
press or TV photos are taken 
more often than not after the 
police have started to prevail 
against mob violence. 

Though it may sound strange, 
the cameramen operate against 
the police because they are on 
the side of the police. In other 
words, because they cannot af- 
ford to risk their person and 
equipment, they do not want to 
stand in the middle of the wild 
demonstrators but advance be- 
hind the police force. When the 
demonstrators charge the po- 
lice, it is extremely difficult to 
take pictures because of the 
angle and the confusion of a re- 
treat. When the police start to 
push back, it becomes easy to 
take pictures. A trivial fact, 
but let it be taken for whatever 
it is -worth. 


Scrupulous on Whole 

Fire hoses and tear gas were 
used against the demonstrators 
near the Diet past midnight 
June 15. But why this tardi- 
ness? In fact, the death. of the 
girl student might have been 
prevented only if the police 
used those means several hours 
earlier, But here again, it 
should be noted that the densely 
populated Japanese cities with 
the open nature of residential 
houses and heavy traffic of ve- 
hicles are’ not a suitable place 
for the use of tear gas and fire 
hoses. If it is past midnight 
and the wind direction is favor- 
able, gas can be used. - 

From the technical angle, 
therefore, there is little ground 
for criticism of the police. But 
it, is clear that the attitude of 
the police on the whole is far 
from being resolute. Individual 
policemen, after all, are only hu- 
man and they may “get mad.” 
That, however, is quite another 
question. The police on the 
whole appear highly scrupulous

in planning their action. — — 

Apparently, they are afraid 
that popular opinion, already 
somewhat adverse, may grow 
worse, if any drastic action is 
taken. They are also afraid that 
the people may then grudge co- 
operation in criminal investiga- 
tions. This latter problem may 
be avoided in a country where 
the police units are multiple 
and diversified, but not in this 
country. 

Supervised by NPSC 

If the people do not think 
that the police is their police 
and the Government their gov- 
ernment, that certainly poses a 
serious problem to democracy. 
Lack of public relations on the 
part of the Government, as 
betokened by the abrupt pres- 
entation of the Police Duties Ex- 
ecution Law in 1958, and lack 
of cooperation on the part of 
mass media may be to blame. 
Moreover, it is a matter of na- 
tional psychology. 

But popular participation in 
supervision of the police is legal- 
ly assured. Japan's police is 
not normally directed by the 
Prime Minister, but by the Na- 
tional Public Safety Commis- 
sion, whose chairman is a Cabi- 
net member but whose five 
members may not have any as- 
sociation with the police or the 


prosecution in the five years 
preceding their appointment. 
They are appointed by the 


Rrime Minister with the consent 
of both Houses of the Diet. 
This surely looks like a good, 
democratic institution. But 
somehow this institution has 
failed to win the recognition 
and support of the people. 
Many Japanese simply do not 


¥ 


know that the police is being 
supervised by the NPSC and 
few know the names of the com- 
missioners, At present, one 
businessman, one commentator, 
one lawyer, one labor leader 
and one former Government 
official are on the NPSC roster. 
At least, a substantial part of 
the responsibility lies with 
them to keep up popular sup- 
port for the police. 

As for the prefectural police 
including the Metropolitan 
police of Tokyo and Osaka, they 
are supervised by the prefectur- 
al public safety commissions, 
which draw a parallel with the 
NPSC In many regards. 

In Emergepcy 

Those who might be in- 
terested in comparing Japan 
with Korea under Syngman 
Rhee and Turkey under 
Menderes should note that the 
Japanese police were not even 
placed on an “emergency” foot- 
ing this month although the 
situation looked somewhat 
similar. 

In an emergency the Prime 
Minister can take over the co- 
trol of the police subject to ap- 
proval by the legislature within 
20 days. The Prime Minister 
may also alert or mobilize 
the Self-Defense Forces subject 
to the same restriction. 

The recent police action in 
Tokyo may illustrate what 
Japan's police on a normal 
footing can do. Therefore, it is 
not right to suspect the inabili- 
ty of the’ police to maintain 
public security. The need of 
popular support, however, must 
be considered to be even great- 
er in an emergency.

Polls and Prophecies 


Since the end of the Second 
World War, the results ef every 
general election in Britain have 
been analyzed by experts and 
their findings published in book 
form.

In the 
popular imagination a pepholog- 
ist has become one who can 
foretell the result of an election,

In fact, it is no magic crystal 
ball into which politicians can 
peer to read their future. Rather 
it is a study after the event of 
causes and effects. The raw ma- 
terial on which the peepholog- 
ist works are election statistics, 
public opinion polls and social 
surveys. He is at once a statis- 
ticilan, a sociologist and political 
factors and their effect on elec- 
tions. To the extent to which 
political parties are influenced 
by his findings he is an import- 
ant new figure in the political 
life of a democracy. 


Round the Capitals 


London reports that the deve- 
lopment "Of radio links via the 
moon has become a distinct pos- 
sibility in the past months. 
Speaking at a conference of 
Commonwealth press men, an 
expert on telecommiunications 
said that there was no limit to 
the improvement on worldwide 
communications by the new 
technique of “bouncing” signals 
off the moon or satellites. The 
present world shortage of short 
wave radio and submarine cable 
circuits could be overcome by 
the provision of a million “moon 
circuits”, Newspapers could 
have a permanent circuit open 
every day with all countries in 
the world. 

Paris reports that a French 
competitor, Jean Lacombe, has 
started five days after the others 
in the single-handed trans-Atlan- 
tic yacht race which began on 
June 11. But Lacombe is not 
worried. The 44-year-old yachts- 
man is the only competitor who 
has actually made an east-west 
single-handed Atlantic crossing. 
He hopes to do the journey in 
40 days. A British competitor 
had his mast snapped off 17 
miles out. He managed to re- 
trieve it, return home, have the 
mast reset “as good as new” 
and set off again some 63 hours 
later.
